A small, single-engine airplane plunged into Utah 
Lake at 8:23 Wednesday morning killing two people. 

The airplane, a Cessna model 320-A, hit the water one 
mile directly west of the boat-launching area at Utah 


Lake State Park. 


When eyewitness Brian Campbell, 205 W. 100 South, 
Orem, heard the plane hit the water, he looked and saw a 
huge splash. Campbell sped out to the site of the splash 
on his jet ski and saw pieces of seats and fiberglass 


floating in the fuel-filmed water. 


At 8:25 Campbell dialed 911 from his car phone. 

Campbell then rode his jet ski back to the site of the 
accident and met a park ranger there. Campbell said he 
and the ranger saw a wallet and human body parts float- 


ing in the water. 


Most of the plane wreckage was submerged in the 13- 


foot-deep murky waters of Utah Lake. 


Lt. Craig Turner of the Utah County Sheriff’s Office 


confirmed the deaths. 


“There is no possibility of any survivors,” 


Turner said. 


Turner said the plane left the Salt Lake City Executive 


Terminal at 8 a.m. with two males on board. Authorities 
had not determined the identity of the victims at press 


time. 


Turner said Max MacArthur of the Federal Aviation 
Administration was on site and that the FAA was taking 


over the investigation. 


The Sheriff's Department Search and Rescue Team 
dragged the lake floor and sent down scuba divers to 


recover the bodies and plane wreckage. 


Ryan Stimpson, dispatcher at the Provo Airport, 
received a message from the plane just moments before 


it went down. 


Stimpson heard the garbled identification followed by 
the distressed message, “I have a fire in the engine. I

Book of Mormon fragments a ‘delicate process’ 


it could be photographed in an ultra- 
violet reflected image. This made it so 
the ink on the pages was vibible. 

David Hawkinson, manager of 
imaging and photographic services 
for the Museum of Art at BYU, did 
all of the photography of the frag- 
ments. 

“It was fun to handle the Oliver 
Cowdery manuscript. It was also very 
stressful. They were so fragile that if 
you looked at these wrong they would 
crumble,” Hawkinson said. 

The photographs were then put into 
a computer to try to decipher the faint 
wording on the paper. This work was 
done by Robert Espinosa, head of 
conservation at the Harold B. Lee 
Library, and was assisted by Cathy 
Bell and Pamela Barrios. Bell and 
Barrios both worked as conservation- 
ists in the library’s conservation lab. 

“Only then were we able to confirm 
that most of it was from the original,” 
Skousen said. 

In 1841 the original manuscript was 
put into the cornerstone of Joseph 
Smith’s home in Nauvoo, Ill. Also 
placed in the cornerstone with the 
manuscript were an 1837 edition of 
the Book of Mormon, a Bible, and a 
petition to the government written by 
Lyman White. 

Four different scribes have been 
identified on the manuscript, and two 
have been identified. The majority of 
all the fragments are one’s written by 
Oliver Cowdery. 

Along with the original manuscript 
of the Book of Mormon there were a 
couple of fragments from White’s 
document in the Wood fragments. 

Skousen, who received his bache- 
lor’s degree in English from BYU and 
his master’s and doctorate degrees 
from the University of Illinois, was 
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able to compare these parts of the 
original manuscript to the manuscript 
that was made to take to the printer. 
These manuscripts were compared to 
each other to see any differences. 

“Having a linguistics background 
has been “really helpful in doing this 
kind of work because language issues 
are very much involved in trying to 
determine what the original English 
language of the Book of Mormon 
was,” Skousen said. 

“What is really helpful is when you 
get two copies of the same document 
even though you may not have the 
original document. Where those two 
copies are in agreement it is probably 
what the original said. Where they are 
different you have to decide which 
one maybe is the right one. There 
always theoretically is the small pos- 
sibility that both of them are wrong,” 
Skousen said. 

Smith and Cowdery did not send the 
original copy to the printer. They 
decided to copy it and this copy is 
known as the printer’s manuscript. 

“One of the interesting things we 
discovered was that for 15 percent of 
the text they actually brought in the 
original (to the printer),” Skousen 
said. 

Skousen’s theory is that Smith and 
Cowdery just got behind in the copy- 
ing process. The printer was never 
told that there were two manuscripts. 
He thought there was only one copy. 

Fearing the safety of the original 
manuscript Hyrum Smith, Martin 
Harris, and Cowdery must have, 
“stayed right with that manuscript,” 
said Skousen.

Survivors find. 
miracles amid 


devastation

CHATDAH, Bangladesh — The 
2-year-old girl sat on her dead 
mother’s lap, a miracle of life amid 
the wreckage of her village and her 
family. 

“It all depends on Allah,” said 
Ershad Ali Khan, the village school 
teacher who found the tiny survivor 
amid the devastation. “If he wants 
to keep someone alive, he finds the 
way.” 

Across the plains of northern 
Bangladesh, where the worst torna- 
do in decades leveled 80 villages 
and killed at least 508 people 
Monday, many of the survivors fell 
to their knees Wednesday and 
thanked Allah for the miracles that 
narrowly saved them while so many 
perished. 

More than 500 people remained 
missing Wednesday in this predom- 
inantly Muslim nation and 33,000 
were injured by the twister, which 
packed 125-mph winds that toppled 
buildings and wiped away entire 
villages in 30 minutes of devasta- 
tion. 

Under the flattened public school 
in the nearby village of Mirikpur, 
villagers used their bare hands and 
shovels to dig out 85 bodies of chil- 
dren and migrant workers who had 
taken shelter there. 

But despite the dozens buried 
under the wreckage of the single- 
story, 12-classroom building, vil- 
lagers marveled Wednesday at how 
many of its 500 students had 
escaped. 

‘The school normally closes at 5 
p.m., but on Monday students were 
dismissed early because many 
teachers had to travel to another 
school to oversee standardized tests. 

The tornado struck the area just 
before 5 p.m. 

Within moments, children playing 
nearby and farmers working in rice 
fields ran for shelter to the school - 
the only public building in the vil- 
lage of tin-roofed wooden houses. 
Minutes later, the tornado struck 
and destroyed it. 

“It's a big tragedy. We feel terri- 
ble,” said Madhav Chandra 
Sannyal, whose house was locas 
next to the school. 

On Wednesday, the government 
rushed army relief and medical 
teams to the disaster area. 

Thousands of injured were refused 
treatment at local hospitals because 
of an acute shortage of blood, ban- 
dages and medicine. So hundreds of 
trucks were used to carry injured to 
hospitals in other towns, said gov- 
ernment officials. 
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Jury realizes denial of $600,000 is a mistake 


SALT LAKE CITY — The jury is unanimous. 

All eight jurors who heard Debra S. Retherford’s harassment suit against 
American Telephone & Telegraph Co. have signed affidavits saying they 
checked the wrong box on the verdict form. 

“It would be contrary to the interests of justice to deny (Retherford) the bene- 
fit of a judgment in her favor simply because of an error in recording the ver- 
dict,” attorney Kenneth B. Grimes told 3rd District Judge Dennis Frederick. 

During the trial last month, Retherford testified AT&T employees harassed 
her in 1984 and 1985. The jurors decided AT&T had wronged her, and they 
calculated her damages at $600,000.

Then came the question as to whether Retherford’s claim was barred because 


she had waited too long to assert it. The jurors checked the “yes” box, and 
Retherford received nothing. 

After reading a newspaper report of the verdict, juror Leeann Kaufmann 
called Retherford’s attorney and said the jury had agreed that the claim was not 
barred, but had checked the wrong box. 

The woman’s attorney argued in seeking to have the award restored or a new 
trial ordered. 


Drug approved in fight against breast cancer 


WASHINGTON — Taxotere, a new drug that showed strong action against 
breast cancer in patients who failed to respond to standard treatment, was 
approved Wednesday by the Food and Drug Administration. 

Taxotere is in the same class of drugs as Taxol. Both act by disrupting the 
internal structure of forming cancer cells and are based on extracts from the 
yew tree. 

. Dr. Howard Burris, a specialist with the Cancer Therapy and Research Center 
in San Antonio, Texas, where both Taxotere and Taxol are being tested, said the 
center’s studies found that breast cancer responded to Taxol in about 29 percent 
of patients and to Taxotere in more than 50 percent. The FDA said Taxotere 
shrunk tumors in 42 percent of patients tested for an average of six months. 


US., Beijing vie in largest counter-sanction 


BEIJING — Only minutes after the United States announced $3 billion in 
trade sanctions against China, Beijing retaliated today with counter-sanctions 
on goods ranging from vegetable oils to telecommunications equipment. 

The official Xinhua News Agency announced the counter-sanctions less than 
an hour after U.S. Trade Representative Charlene Barshefsky revealed the con- 
tents of the American target list in Washington. 

China also suspended imports of American movies, television programs and 
music. 

In addition to the normal import tariffs, many U.S. imports would be subject- 
ed to an additional 100 percent tariff, starting June 17, when the U.S. sanctions 
go into effect. 

The U.S. sanctions target Chinese clothing and electronic products in what 
would be the largest trade sanctions in U.S. history. 


Adults look to teens for computer education 


BOSTON — When Paul Bradley went kicking and screaming into the com- 
puter age, he did what many have done lately when they’ve found themselves 
unable to get from the “on” button to online. 

He called one of the experts: a youth. 

“He’s riveted. He’s really in tune with the computer,” Bradley, 58, said of his 
tutor, 18-year-old Jeffrey Vogel. 


“A lot of people didn’t grow up in the computer age and they need some ele- ;

According to Skousen, it is a deli- 
cate process of examining the Book 
of Mormon as a critical text. 

“You have to be really careful and 
not come across like, ‘It had to be this 
way. For the most part you can’t be 
sure unless you have the original 
manuscript. We try to say things care- 
fully in this process.” 

Financial support for this project has 
come from the’ College of 
Humanities, the Department of 
English, and the Religious Studies 
Center at BYU, as well as from the 
Foundation for Ancient Research and 
Mormon Studies (FARMS), the Keter 
Foundation, and a number of private 
donors. 

Tentatively, FARMS will help in the 
publication of the information gath- 
ered through the study and it will 
probably involve several volumes. 
Publication will include transcripts of 
the manuscripts, a history of the text, 
and a critical text.

That 
raised the possibility that the instru- 
ments on the plane, monitored by the 
data recorder, could have been thrown 
off by an explosion. 

The recorder had interruptions, 
some up to several seconds, and 
showed erratic changes in thrust as 
the jet nose-dived. After the recorder 
mysteriously shut down for the final 
50 seconds, radar showed the plane 
slammed into the Everglades at 352 
mph. 

One possible explanation for the 
missing data was a loss of power, 
investigators said. 

The small oxygen devices, which 
held two chemicals that combine to 
create oxygen for cabin masks, were 
past their shelf life and were being 
taken to ValuJet headquarters in 
Atlanta, Francis said. The tires 
belonged to another airline. 

“Those are certainly significant in 
terms of what we’re looking at,” 
Francis said. 

The New York Times said that in 
July 1994, several oxygen generators 
exploded in a disposal barrel at a 
Boeing shop at Seattle-Tacoma 
International Airport, forcing an evac- 
uation of the building. And an August 
1986 fire that destroyed an empty 
DC-10 on the ground at Chicago’s 
O’Hare International Airport was 
blamed on a spare oxygen generator 
in the cargo hold, the paper said.

Utah woman 
seeks parole 
to mend ways

POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN — A 
woman who stole some $200,000 
from her employer is seeking release 
from prison so she can make amends. 

“I’m so ashamed of everything I 
chose to do,” Debra White told the 
state Board of Pardons and Parole 
through tears on Tuesday. “I just want 
to get out there and make it right.” 

About 70 people, including White’s 
bishop, attended the hearing to show 
their support. 

“T could have filled it up with the 
whole (LDS) ward if they’d let me,” 
her bishop said afterward. 

White, 34, was sentenced last July 
to one to 15 years in prison for steal- 
ing from Carbon Fiber Products in 
North Ogden. At the time, she was 
making about $18,000 a year as a 
bookkeeper. 

Investigators said White began writ- 
ing checks to herself and had embez- 
zled about $200,000 during three 
years. 

“IT spent frivolously,” White 
acknowledged during the hearing. 
“Anything I saw that I thought would 
make me feel better about myself, I 
got.” 

Haun noted the progress she has 
made in prison and her remorse. 

“T know it is not a choice for you to 
be here, but you have to do the best 
with what remains,” he said. “What 
remains is the love of your family and 
friends.” 

Carbon Fiber spokesman Larry King 
also seemed sympathetic. 

“She has been incarcerated and 
labeled a thief; so as far as we are 
concerned, justice has been served,” 
he said. “She can’t pay back the 
money sitting in prison. If she wants 
to get out, find a job and take a shot at 
it, we'll support her in that so she can 
start making her restitution.”

No onewould think that the purchase 
of a small two-year women’s college 
in the sleepy town of Buena Vista, 
Va., would be linked to BYU. 

Glade Knight and Roger Barrus, 
both parents of BYU students, have 
bought Southern Virginia College 


with plans to give members of The - 


Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints an opportunity to have an edu- 
cational experience with BYU-type 
standards in the East. 

“We've tried to make it clear that 
this is not a church-sponsored 
school,” said Knight, chair of the col- 
lege board of trustees. 

Southern Virginia College, estab- 
lished 130 years ago in the 
Shenandoah Valley, was turned over 
to the new school administration 
Monday. Changes are under way to 
prepare the newly acquired school for 
student enroliment in the fall of 1996. 

David Ferrel, area authority for the 
North America Northeast Area and 
semor analyst for the Wirthlin Group 
in McLean, Va., has been appointed as 
president of Southern Virginia 
College. 

Where did Barrus, provost and acad- 
emic dean, and Knight come up with 
the idea to buy a college? 

The president of Southern Virginia 
College went to Virginia’s Hampden 
Sydney College to interview because 
Southern Virginia College was in 
financial trouble. Barrus’ wife, Diane, 


said a colleague jokingly suggested 
that (Barrus) simply take over the col- 
lege. 

“It was three weeks from the time I 
heard about the school until the time 
we reached an agreement. And it has 
been less than two months from the 
time I heard about the school until the 
transaction was completed,” Knight 
said.

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about the school’s transition of 
administration. 

“We’ve prayed for a miracle, you 
are the miracle, the lights on the hill 
will continue to burn,” the mayor said. 

“No one approached about being on 
the board hesitated to say yes. We 
tried to make sure that we had a vari- 
ety of people to be on the school 
board,” Diane Barrus said. 

Members of the school board 
include the vice president of health 
services at Virginia Commonwealth 


University (VCU), a plastic surgeon, 
an attorney, an editor for the 
Richmond Times Dispatch and a clerk 
for the U.S. Bankruptcy Court. 

BYU student Mark Henshaw has 
been friends with the Barrus’ and the 
Knights for years. 

“Barrus engineered the idea. He saw 
the potential in it to create a BYU- 
style school in the East,” said 
Henshaw, an MBA and international 
relations major from Buckingham, Va. 

“The biggest challenge for them was 
to come up with a student body for 
fall so that the school would not lose 
accreditation,” said Henshaw. 

Justin Knight, BYU student and son 
of Glade Knight, will be contributing 
to the pioneering of the new school. 

In August, Justin will move back to 
Virginia to be the assistant to 
President Ferrel. 

“It’s a very strong alternative and 
it’s close to places such as Monticello, 
Mt. Vernon, Jamestown, plantations 
and other major historical areas,” 
Justin Knight said. 

Dana Barrus, daughter of the 
Barruses, is a sophomore:at BYU. 

“T really thought it was a joke at 
first. It’s bizarre — it happened so 
quickly,” she said. 

Dana Barrus is glad that her parents 
invested in the college. 

“The most important thing is that it 
is in the east. It will have an institute 
and a satellite dish to access broad- 
casts. It needs to be available to the 
people out there,” she said.

said. 

Most of the computers affected are 
in Financial Aid, Payroll, Personnel, 
Student Life, On-Campus Housing, 
student information systems (such as 
AIM), Registration, the HBLL, and 
the ID Center. 

“(The conversion has been done) in 
a phase process, managed by a few 
departments that have stewardships 
for that responsibility, like financial 
services, for example,” McDonald 
said. 

A combination of hardware systems 
is replacing the mainframe system, 
but even with different hardware sys- 
tems running the UNIX operating sys- 
tem, the switch will still be more cost- 
effective because the technology gives 
a better performance for its price, he 
said. 

“The results of the change have been 
positive, although with any change 
there will be some short-term liability 
problems, such as disruptions in con- 
version that may affect the effective- 
ness of the conversion,’ McDonald 
said. 

As part of the conversion process, 
the personal computer terminals in the 
HBLL will need to be upgraded to 
support access of the new graphical 
interface to the library catalog, 
Holman said. 

McDonald estimated that half of the 
library’s present computers will be 
able to run the program.

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Affordable ice cream softens summer’s heat

Temperatures are already 
soaring and Provo locals 
are out again on the eternal 
quest: A sweet deal on the 
celestial summer snack — 
ice cream. 

From all over campus, 
down to Bulldog Blvd., 
Provo’s hot fudge hot spots 
and frugal findings are in 
diverse corners.. 

The cheapest ice cream 
cone deal found was at 
Ream’s Snack Bar in 
Ream’s grocery store on 
Freedom Blvd. Single, 6 
ounce cones are only 45 
cents and 12 ounce double 
scoops are 55 cents. 

“Lines go out the door on 
Saturdays,” said Kimberly 
Kinkade, 17, a Springville 
high school junior. They 
don’t carry sugar cones, 
and no more than 8 flavors 
at a time, (including rocky 
road, vanilla, strawberry, 
amaretto almond, 
macadamia nut, licorice, 
and a low-fat banana-berry 
yogurt,) but the price can’t 
be beat, Kinkade said. 

“My sister brings her 9 
kids here for a treat,” said a 
Provo homemaker who pre- 
ferred to remain anony- 
mous. “My son and his 
roommates [BYU students] 
who live across the street, 
run over here all the time 
for a study break.” 

The drawback of Ream’s 
Snack Bar is that it closes 
daily at 9 p.m. 

On campus, BYU 
Creamery brand ice cream 
is sold, but at varying 
prices. The sweetest deal 
can be found at the most 
convenient location, The 
Cougareat. Even with the 
construction detours, the 
Wilk is the most accessible 
ice cream vendor to stu- 
dents, faculty, and staff. 

Prices at the Cougareat 
are substantially lower than 
the Creamery, 69 cents and 
99 cents respectively for 
singles and doubles of 6 


and 12 ounces. A choice of 


12 flavors is offered during 
spring and summer, 22 fla- 
vors during the normal 
semesters. 


and Jeremy W. Hoop. 


The Creamery is a little 
further to go, unless you 
live next door in Deseret 
Towers, and offers a 
slightly higher price for 
the same number of 
ounces. Single and double 
scoops are 89 cents and 
$1.39, respectively. 

One unique feature of 
the Creamery is its choco- 
late, fat-free frozen yogurt 
shake, the only one sold 
on campus. Customers 
can add Oreos, M&Ms, or 
other toppings for an 
additional 29 cents, the 
shake itself costs $1.69. 

“All shakes are extreme- 
ly popular among stu- 
dents,’ said Rebecca 
Meisenbach, a sophomore 
majoring in pre-nursing 
from Tustin, Calif. and 
Creamery employee. 
“We’ve been slow this 
week, but during the 
Women’s Conference last 
week we were packed. We 
ran out of hot fudge every 
day of the conference, and 
I’ve never seen women 
eat so much chocolate.” 

Carousel Ice Cream 
Parlor offers ice cream 
cones at higher prices 
than on campus. Single 
scoops are $1.21, weigh- 
ing in at 6 ounces, and the 
doubles are $2 for 12 
ounces. 

“We offer the same 
quality as Ben and 
Jerry’s,’ said Sam Hiatt, 
Carousel manager and a 
senior at BYU in business 
management. “We make 
everything on-site and offer 
many sugar-free and fat- 
free options as well.” 

Baskin Robbins was 
found to be the most expen- 
sive ice cream parlor in the 
area. Cones are smaller 
than the ones previously 
mentioned, single scoops 
being only 4 ounces and 
costing $1.21. Double 
scoops weigh 8 ounces and 
cost $2.14. 

“Overscooping always 
happens and costs our store 
over $15,000 a year,” said 
Kelly Christiansen, Baskin 
Robbins employee and a 
junior at BYU, majoring in 
psychology from Los 
Angeles, Calif. “We’re

$1.86. There are hundreds 
of options to choose from 
like fat-free Snackwell’s 
cookies and homemade 
cookie dough. 

“If we don’t have a top- 
ping here, you can bring it 
in and we’ll mix it in for 
you,” said Stacy Bagby, 
Hogi Yogi employee who 
will begin BYU this Fall. 
“Our medium size is defi- 
nitely the most popular 
because it’s the best deal.” 

Customers can also save 
with coupons featured in 
Universe ads and through- 
out the community. Buy 12, 
get one free cards are also 
available for yogurt and 


sandwiches at Hogi Yogi. 

Soft-serve yogurt is also a popular 
order at Baskin Robbins. A medium- 
size with one topping totals $1.75 for 
7 ounces. Four flavors are available 
each day. 

Another yogurt opportunity is at 
McDonald’s. A 3.15 ounce cone of 
low-fat chocolate or vanilla (or both 
flavors twisted) is available for 69 
cents. Their sundaes with hot fudge or 
caramel topping and optional nuts go 
for 99 cents plus tax. 

Milk shakes are a huge summer 
favorite, but no great deals were 
found on soft-serve ones. Most fast 
food chains offer a similarly priced 
product, in similar flavors. An excep- 
tion is Wendy’s which sells their 
“Frosty Dairy Dessert,’ in chocolate 
only, on their Super Value Menu for 
$1.09 for 16 ounces. Wendy’s is also 
open until midnight on weekends. 

“The big boys order the “biggie” 32 
ounce frosty,” said Loralee Goss, 
Wendy’s manager who lives in 
Lindon, “but P’ll warn you, it’s a big 
ice cream headache.” 

If you’re into real ice cream shakes, 
also called hard shakes, Ream’s 
Snack Bar once again offers the 
cheapest pick. For $1.15 you can buy 
a 16 ounce shake of your choice from 
eight available flavors. 

The second cheapest option is the 
Cougareat. The establishment is open 
until 10:30 p.m. on weekend nights 
and offers 12 flavor choices. A me 
ounce hard shake that costs $2.59. 

Baskin Robbins and Carousel ce 
offer hard shakes for $2.60 and $2.65, 
respectively, and both feature over 40 
flavors daily. A bonus of Carousel is 
their free sundae of choice on your 
birthday (with proof of ID of course), 
which cuts the bill in half if you were 
lucky enough to be born in the sum- 
mer. 

Hands down, there are endless ice 
cream options within walking dis- 
tance of BYU, many of which are sur- 
prising affordable, even for starving 
students. 

An added bonus is the re-opening 
of the Cougar Cove and Cosmo’s 
located in The Morris and Cannon 
Centers of on-campus housing. These 
ice cream hot spots are famous for 
their bargain prices and generous 
scoops, but will not re-open until May 
Oye 

The final, and absolute cheapest 
option for ice cream fanatics in Provo 
is the half-melted, cardboard carton of 
generic vanilla at Food-for-Less for 
$1.49 for the half-gallon weekly spe- 
cial.

Breinholt’s first album has sold 
approximately 9,000 copies and 
established a popular following 
among local and regional music 
lovers. Since the new release of 
“Heartland” last month, nearly 4,000 
copies have been sold. 

“There has been a positive response 
for Breinholt’s new CD,” said Kevin 
Eardley, Media Play Floor Manager in 
Orem.

Full-time tuition automatically cov- 
ers activities and facilities fees, 
whereas part-time tuition does not, 
according to P.E. Services.

Part-time and continuing stu- 
dents may acquire lockers only with 
the purchase of a facility use pass or 
current enrollment in a P.E. class. 

Some changes have been made in 
facility scheduling from Winter 
Semester and questions may be 
directed to P.E. Services at 378-3980. 
Student access to facilities are subject 
to change, as a result of intramurals 
and sports camps, beginning 
Memorial Day and running through 
the second week of August.

Jazz ready for Game 6

The Utah Jazz suffered a minor set- 
back in their Western Conference 
semifinal series Tuesday by losing to 
the San Antonio Spurs 98-87. 

The loss, which put the best-of- 
seven series at 3-2 in favor of the 
Jazz, was witnessed by 34,215 San 
Antonio fans in the Alamodome. 

“If we had that kind of crowd the 
whole time, we’d have the advan- 
tage,” said David Robinson, who led 
the Spurs with 24 points. “They made 
a big difference.” 

Karl Malone led the Utah scoring 
attack by scoring 24 points, but only 
connected on eight of his 21 shot 
attempts. Jeff Hornacek and John 
Stockton were the only other Utah 
players to reach double figures, as 
they scored 16 and 14 points respec- 
tively. 

Despite the loss, Utah still leads in 
the series and hopes to finish off the 
Spurs on Thursday in the Delta 
Center. 

“We need to be confident going 
back home,” Hornacek said. 

The Jazz have every reason to be 
confident at home considering they 
totally dominated the Spurs in the 
back to back games they played in 
Salt Lake on Saturday and Sunday. 

In those two games, Utah pounded 
San Antonio on both ends of the floor, 
scoring a combined 206 points while 
giving up only 161. Saturday’s game 
ended in a 30 point Utah win, 105-75.

San Antonio head coach Bob Hill 
agreed with Morris, saying that it was 
the elite Jazz team that beat them 
and not just Utah’s star players. 

“It was their entire team that beat 
us,” Hill said. “Karl certainly played a 
great game, as did John. But so did 
everyone else that was wearing a Jazz 
uniform.”

said he is not sure drivers will keep to 
the new limits. 

“We don’t know what people will 
do, if theyll follow the new speed 
limit or think there is a 10 mph 
buffer,’ Matthies said. 

Matthies said only time will tell if 
the new speed limits lead to additional 
road accidents and fatalities. 

“Speed doesn’t cause accidents,” he 
said. “However, when an accident 
happens, speed definitely determines 
how serious it is.” 

Most accidents are the result of 
drugs, alcohol, distractions or drowsi- 
ness, Matthies said. However, he said, 
drivers traveling at higher speeds have 
less time to avoid an accident. 

Matthies said although Utah’s roads 
have been designed to handle these 
higher speeds, they are in need of 
repair. 

Dave Lemmon, press secretary for 
Congressman Bill Orton (D-UT), said

Orton favors state control of speed 
limits. 

“It’s a state issue, and state experts 
in Utah should decide for Utah,” 
Lemmon said. “Each state has its own 
particular set of safety questions.” 

Lemmon added that speed limits of 
55 mph do not make sense in the 
West, where distances are greater and 
highways less congested than they are 
in eastern states. 

Josh Johnson, legislative assistant 
for Congressman Jim Hansen (R-UT), 
said that Hansen helped to push for 
state control over speed limits. 

“The states know better which roads 
can handle the higher speeds,” 
Johnson said. 

Johnson said an energy crisis or a 
significant increase in accidents could 
cause the federal government once 
more to take control of speed limits 
on the interstate highways.
